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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach or disclose a scribing apparatus having a movable scribing head 
comprising a scribing line forming means and a supporting means for supporting the 
scribing line forming means where the scribing line forming means is turnable about a 
first axis that extends through the scribing line forming means and the supporting 
means is turnable about a second axis that extends through the supporting means and 
the two axes are parallel but different. 

U.S. Publication 20030047048 to Momosaki discloses the limitations of the 
claimed invention except that both the scribing line forming means and a supporting 
means for supporting the scribing line forming means are on a scribing head that is 
movable on a surface parallel to the substrate to be scribed. U.S. Patent 4,228,71 1 to 
Insolio discloses all the limitations of the claimed invention except for that the first and 
second axes are parallel yet different. U.S. Patent 3,570,336 to Galla discloses the 
limitations of the claimed invention except that the first axis extends through the scribing 
line forming means. There is no motivation to combine the teachings of the prior art to 
render obvious the instant invention as claimed.
